Obviously our CG represents a 
slightly above-average group 
of well-eduoated metropolitan 
liberals (Table 1).

In the last 20 years scientists began placing a heavy 
emrhasis on research to find a physical basis for 
schizophrenia. They argued that the schizophrenic is 
the victim of an “error” in the chemistry of his body, 
much as the diabetic is. They maintain the fcervous or 
mental disorders are symptoms, but organically there 
is nothing wrong with the nerves or brains of schizo¬ 
phrenics.

recently heard an old man of right- 
wing views—a lriend of my grandparents’ 
—assert that the current wave of assassi¬ 
nations in America is the work of a 
secret society called the Illuminati. He 
said that the Illuminati have existed 
throughout history, own the international 
hanking cartels, have all been 32nd- 
degree Masons and were known to Ian 
Fleming, who portrayed them as spectre 
in his James Bond books—for which the 
Illuminati did away with Mr. Fleming. 
At first, this all seemed like a paranoid 
delusion to me. Then I read in The 
New Yorker that Allan Chapman, one 
of Jim Garrison’s investigators in the 
New Orleans probe of the John Kenne- 
dv assassination, believes that the Illumi-

nati really exist. The next step in my 
galloping descent into credulity occurred 
when I mentioned this subject to a friend 
who is majoring in Middle Eastern 
affairs. He told me that the Illuminati 
were actually of Arabic origin and that 
their founder was the legendary “old man 
of the mountains,” who used marijuana 
to work up a murderous frenzy and who 
fought against both the Crusaders and 
the orthodox Moslems, adding that their 
present ruler is the Aga Khan; but. he 
said, it is now merely a harmless religious 
order known as Ismailianism. 


I then began to wonder seriously 
about all this. I mentioned it to a friend 
from Berkeley. He immediately told me 
that there is a group on campus that 
calls itself the Illuminati and boasts 
that it secretly controls international 
finance and the mass media. Now (if 
playboy isn’t part of the Illuminati con¬ 
spiracy), can you tell me: Are the 
Illuminati part of the Masons? Is Aga 

Khan their leader? Do they really own 
all the banks and TV stations? And who 
have they killed lately?—R. S., Kansas 
City, Missouri. 

First, your informants have confused 
three historical entities: the Ismailian 
sect of Islam, the Hashishim and the 
Illuminati. The Ismailian sect is almost 
as old as the Moslem religion and the 
Aga Khan is, indeed , its leader. In the 
past, however, its members ivere perse- 
i cuted for heresy; and around 1090 its 
leader, Hassan i Sabbah, the “old man 
of the mountains,” formed a secret inner 
society within the Ismailian community 
that became known as Hashishim. This 
inner group turned on regularly with a 
marijuana-based concoction (not to “work 
up a murderous frenzy,” as you were told, 
but to experience religious visions from 
which they believed they drew their 
strength). The Hashishim are believed to 
i have lost all fear of death and, for almost 
three centuries, they fought a successful 


battle on two fronts, against both the 
Christian Crusaders and the orthodox 
Moslems. The Hashishim were finally 
crushed completely after the Mongol con¬ 
quest in the 13th Century. 

The Illuminati began in Germany in 
1776. Based loosely on the Hashishim, 
they consisted of an outer circle of reli¬ 
gious believers and an inner core of revo¬ 
lutionists, but with a new feature. Then- 
secret teaching then was that all religions 
are false (including the outer religion of 
the Illuminati), that all men are equal 
and that monarchy should be overthrown. 
As part of their revolutionary conspiracy, 
the Illuminati attempted to infiltrate 
and take over the Masons; but they 
never succeeded. T hey were crushed by 
the Bavarian government in 1785. 

Ian Fleming never told any of his 
friends that spec i re was based on a real 
organization. He died of natural causes, 
suffering a heart attack in the presence 
of his wife. 

The belief that the Illuminati survive 
in the modern world and are responsi¬ 
ble for most of our evils is about the 
fourth most common form of organized 
paranoia extant (its three more popular 
rivals are the Elders of Zion conspiracy, 
the Jesuit conspiracy and the notion 

that we have already been invaded by 
outer space, our governments being in 
the hands of Martians). 

As for the Illuminati of Berkeley, this 
is a put-on by local anarchists.

Contact Is preceded by a long 
sequence of preparatory events 
which are so subtle that they 
are seldom noticed by the po¬ 
tential percipient* In several 
cases we have traced these 
back as far as five years be¬ 
fore the overt contact finally 
took place* In a few cases* 
these events began In ohlId- 
hood even though the percip¬ 
ient was not formally contacted 
until he or she reached adult¬ 
hood. 

The divorce rate among oon- 
tactees Is very high* Part of 
the contaotee qmdrome Involves 
divorcing their present spouse 
and later remarrying a person 
presumably seleoted for them 
by the "entities** In a number 
of cases, both parties in the 
new marriage became convinced 
that they were actually "space 


people" themselves* Outwardly, 
these people are perfectly 
normal in all other respects. 
Their 0F0 obsession rarely 
seems to require extensive 

' psychiatric treatment. The UFO 
"entitles" become a part of 
their everyday lives****a very 
secret part. 

A majority of all UFO percip¬ 
ients are medically sound and 
not heavy drinkers* In fact, 
many are teetotalers* Yet 
chronic alcoholics suffer from 
many of these sane symptoms* 
After several years of hard 
drinking there is a distinct 
deterioration of personality. 
The hallucinations of delirium 
tremens are followed by "Kor¬ 
sakoff's psychosis" which re¬ 
sults In amnesia and disorien¬ 
tation of time and place. Con¬ 
fabulation becomes a prominent

apparent. The patient becomes 
impulsive, untruthful and un¬ 
reliable, and divorce often 
follows naturally. 

The contactee syndrome could 
be based upon some still unde¬ 
fined form of schizophrenia. 
The unconscious mind Is dir¬ 
ectly involved and the syn¬ 
apses (memory circuits) of the 
brain appear to be tampered 
with in some Inexplicable 
fashion. The percipient*s mem¬ 
ory is sometimes overloaded 
with information to account 
for periods of time whloh el¬ 
apsed during the contact ex¬ 
perience. Thus, a percipient 
may have vivid total recall of 
a sequence of non-events which 
seemingly took several hours 
while the aotual elapsed time 
was considerably shorter. Mem¬ 
ory of these non-events can 
include detailed sensory in¬ 
formation of smell, touoh, eto. 

This is mental hyperbolism; 
over-programming of the per- 
olplent'a mind. 

These non-events are often 
allegorical and may be meant 
to convey hidden meanings to 
those capable of properly in¬ 
terpreting the data. 

Two techniques are employed by 
the UFOs. Some percipients are 
forced to forget their exper¬ 
ience by a block which outs 
off the memory oells from the 
conscious mind. Then, as in 
the case of Betty and Barney 
Hill,the subconscious may feed 


this hidden data upwards thru 
dreams and nightmares•The only 
way to circumvent the block is 
through the skilled use of 
hypnosis. However, Information 
extracted through hypnosis can 
not be trusted. 


Other percipients have the mem¬ 
ory cells of the aotual exper¬ 
ience altered In same manner 
and false data replaces the 


true memory. This raise data 
can take incredible forms. The 
monsters. flights to other

monsters, 


flights to 


planets, etc. may be remembered 
with absolute clarity and total 
conviction. These confabulat¬ 
ions seem as real to the wit¬ 
ness as his memory of what he 
had for breakfast that morn¬ 
ing. 


Fragments of the real exper¬ 
ience can remain burled in the 
unconscious mind. Uninformed 
psychiatrists and researohers 
usually make the mistake of 
merely trying to obtain furth¬ 
er confirmation of the remem¬ 
bered experience through hyp¬ 
nosis and they do not try to 
dig for a deeper, alternate 
sequence of events.

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As I have indicated in The Invisible 

Generation—(published in The Los Angeles Free Press 

and also as a post script to The Ticket That 
] Exploded)—a technique for producing events and 

directing thought on a mass scale is available to anyone 
with a portable tape recorder or a car to transport 
recorders. The basis for this technique is waking 
suggestion first used by doctor John Dent of London 
who also introduced the apo-morphine treatment for 
alcoholism and drug addiction. 

Waking suggestion as practiced by doctor Dent: The 

patient is instructed to read aloud from a book while 

concentrating his attention on what he is reading as if 

reading to an imaginary person seated in front of him. 

The doctor stands behind him and repeats at the same 

voice level the patient is using certain suggestions 

previously agreed upon between doctor and . 

patient:—(‘You will be able to sleep’ ‘You will not 

relapse into the use of alcohol’ ETC)—The patient, since 

he is reading aloud and his attention is concentrated on 

what he is reading, does not hear the suggestions 

consciously and for this reason they takg direct effect on 

his subconscious or reactive mind. This is not subliminal 

# 

suggestion. Subliminal means below the level of 
conscious sight or hearing. Even if the subject were 
concentrating all his attention on the source of 
subliminal sounds or images he would not be able to see 
or hear anything. Waking suggestion consists of sounds 
or images which are not consciously registered since the 
subjects attention is elsewhere. If his attention were 
directed towards the source he would be able to see or 
hear it immediately. Waking suggestion not subliminal 
suggestion is the technique used in play back of 
pre-recorded tapes in the street,^ cocktail parties, bars, 
stations, air ports, parks, subways, political rallies, 
theatre intermissions ETC. People do not consciously 
hear the taped suggestions because their attention is 
directed towards something else: crossing street, 
catching train, listening for plane call, listening to 
speaker, looking at TV, talking to companions. The 
volume of the tape is adjusted to street sounds, speech 
level and so forth. A well constructed suggestion tape 
will have pre-recorded street sounds or whatever cut in 
according to location. 

Any suggestion tape is made much more effective if it 
contains contradictory commands. Stop. Go. Wait here. 
Go there. Come in. Stay out. Be a man. Be a woman. Be 
white. Be black. Live. Die. Be a human animal. Be a 
superman. Yes. No. Do it now. Do it later. Be your real 
self. Be somebody else. Rebell. Submit RIGHT. 
WRONG. Make a splendid impression. Make an awful 
impression. Sit down. Stand up. Take your hat off. Put 
your hat on. Create Destroy. React. Ignore, Live now. 
Live in the past. Live in the future. Obey the law. Break 
the law. Be ambitious. Be modest. Accept. Reject. Do 
more. Do less. Plan ahead. Be spontaneous. Decide for 
yourself. Listen to others. Talk. SILENCE. Save money. 
Spend money. Speed up. Slow down. This way. That 
way. Right. Left. Present. Absent. Open. Closed. Up. 
Down. Entrance. Exit. IN. OUT. 


These commands are constantly being imposed by the,. 

environment of modern life. If for example your 

^ • 

suggestion tape contains the phrase . . . ‘Look at that 
light in front of you . . . STOP . . . Stay here . . . GO . . . 
Be over there’. . . and is played back to people waiting 
at a stop light they are forced to obey the suggestion 
you are making. It’s like giving some one a sleeping pill 
without his knowledge and then suggesting sleep. And 

any contradictory suggestion at the unconscious level 
produces a moment of disorientation during which vour* 
suggestions take effect. Furthermore contradictory 
suggestions are an integral function of human 

metabolism . . . ‘Sweat. Stop sweating. Salivate. Stop 

• • 

salivating. Pour adreniline into the blood stream. 

Counter act adrenaline.’ Since contradictory commands 
are enforced by the environment and by the human 
' body suggestion tapes that contain such commands will 
have particular force. Insult tapes cut in with 
contradictory commands are expecially effective. All 
tape recorder tricks are useful: speed up, slow down, 
overlay, running contradictory commands 
simultaneously, echo chambers for stations and air ports. 
Effects are obtained by persistence and exposure by 
getting as many operators in the street as possible. For 
wide coverage use a car cutting in your suggestions with 
popular tunes and street sounds. When playing back 
insult tapes the operator is well advised to move fast and 
stay out of his wake.

Most of the participants were willing to describe their im¬ 
pressions of possible motives of UFO occupants.
